to the public Interest to grant compet- 
ing franchises which would cumber up 
the streets and country with poles and 
rails and produce <a ruinous competi- 
tion; that the only excuse for the 
granting of the franchise lor 'a second 
street railway in Honolulu was because 
the old company 'had failed and refused 
to give a proper service; that as long 
as the existing company in Hilo was 
proceeding in good *atth to carry on 
the railroad project it would not be 
fair-to It or beneficial to the public t» 
give a franchise to a second company 
to occupy practically the same ground; 
that If at any time the present com- 
pany failed to act under its franchise 
or gave an unsatisfactory service, it 
was entirely wfthin the power of the 
Government to then -protect the public 
interests by granting a franchise to a 
second company which would do Che 
work -which the 
existing company 


failed to do. 


No action was taken by the Cabinet 


and further consideration of -the sub- 
ject was postponed to a later date.

Theorles Are Confuted. 


(New York World.) 


The banks and the treasury alike 


are suffering a novel embarrassment. 
They have too much gold. 


There is a cash balance of $281,330,- 


878 in the treasury, of which $241,- 
496,016 is in gold, while the small re- 
mainder is divided between treasury 
notes, greenbacks and about four and 
a quarter millions of net silver. 


At the same time the banks have so 


great a glut of gold that their storage 
facilities are overtaxed, and to get rid 
of the burden they are paying a larger 
proportion than ever before of cus- 
toms dues in the yellow metal. Thus 
during March, 1897, no gold was re- 
ceived for customs; during March, 
1898, the proportion of gold received 
was 17.6 per cent; during March, 1899, 
It was no less than 86.6 per cent, and 
during the first ten days of April it 
rose to 89.1 per cent. 


Americans do, not and will not use 


gold in ordlnarjr business.,' Tils' is" 
partly- because of long habituation to 
the more convenient paper money and 
partly because we have small notes. 
In England, where the smallest Bank 
of England note is for £5, or $25, and 
in France, where the smallest is 50f., 
or $10, gold, passes freely from hand to 
hand and a large amount of it is kept 
in circulation. Here we hurry our 
gold to bank and the banks hustle it 
into the treasury. 


The' present plethora of the more 


precious metal confutes some econom- 
ic theories and disproves a great many 
political prophecies, but "facts are 
stubborn things."

The verdict rendered shows^/rom 


tnrr Anglo-Saxon standpoint a very 
generous and wise leniency. The com- 
munity is fortunate in having the 
ability to furnish such an excellent 
jnry.

victed, reflects the greatest credit on 
ins Attorney-General's 
depa;-tmcrt.

George Kennan says of the Cubans* 
"The condition of many of th^cbil 


dren in Gjiantanamo-would 
sympatny and'ptty of the most hard 
hearted or indifferent observer. Be- 
fore I saw them I should have though 
it impossible that childish faces—faces 
of boys and girls only five Or six years 
old—could so completely* lose every 
vestige of youthfulness, and acquire 
such an expression of apathy, debility, 
and decrepitude. I saw on the streets, 
more than once, pale, anaemic chil- 
dren, who could not have been more 
than five years of age, but who looked 
like worn, sickly dwarfs of fifty. The 
only expression in their thin, chalky 
faces was one of settled and habitual 
gloom—such an expression as comes 
Into the faces of aged men and women 
who have endured a whole lifetime of 
privation, and misery. I have since 
seen, in other parts of Cuba, more 
emaciated children, and children near- 
er, perhaps, to death; but never else- 
where have I seen children .with 'the 
five-year-old bodies and the fifty-year 
old faces of the children In Guantana- 
mo." 


These: sufferings come from a revo- 


lution of the Cubans which almost de- 
stroyed the sugar Industry'of Cuba, 
and put the price of sugar so high 
hat "millions" are quoted rather more 
freely In Honolulu than in Broad 
street, N. Y. It is a rare event in hls- 


trftf when-the self-sacrlflceldf a com- 
itmMy 'directly puts vast profits into 


_je pocket of another community, as 
the Cuban revolutionists have done to 
Hawaii. No doUbt, if the Cubans had 
come in advance to Hawaii and said, 
"We will destroy the cane industry of 
Cuba, and put up the price of sugar 
provided you will divide the profit 
with us over and above the normal 
price," Hawaii would have blessed the 
Jubans for the chance and paid for 
their machetes, and the share of profits 
remitted u£ to this date to the Cubans 
would exceed two millions of dollars. 


Stupid Cubans! You are, like your 


Spanish oppressors, bad at making 
bargains! If you had less patriotism 
and more business ways your children 
would not all now have the expres- 
sions which "come into the faces of 
aged men and women who have en- 
dured a whole lifetime of privation 
and misery." 


Hawaii feels that there can be no 


nobler sacrifice than that rtf suffering 
or the sake of another's prosperity. If 
she has given nothing to feed these 
miserable children. It is the decree< of 
_ mysterious Providence who is amply 
able to send the ravens with bread to 
these "sickly dwarfs of fifty." And it 
s rather an unkindly suggestion that 
Hawaii is under the slightest obliga- 
tion to the Cubans arising out of sugar 
profits made by the Cuban revolution, 
rhere. is no human law that requires 
fc-*nd«s-for moral laws, they are an- 
noying--things that the courts, 'thank • 
God; have no Jurisdiction over. 


PROTECT CHARTERS. 


in 1895 responsible promoters asked 
he Government to grant a charter for 
a Rapid Transit line. The Government, 
among several reasons that it gave for 
refusing the request, said that ftie 
Royal Mule line had received rights 
and privileges from the State, which 
It was under an implied contract to' 
protect so long as the owners. of the 
mule line supplied the public with 
"cannon-ball trains," and other facili- 
ties; But'ltWas then said that although 
the owners of the mule line had noJt 
complied with the requirements of 
their charter that it would not be tor 
the public interests to make undue 
haste in legally authorizing other ri- 
val concerns to Impair its value by 
competition. 
And it "was not until 


the mule transit concern had stolidly 
refused to accommodate the public for 
some years that the indignation of the 
community found expression- in the 
just act of chartering another company 
which would virtually parallel it. 


The same rule should be applied to 


the Hila.Railway Company, but it 
should' b* done with promptness and 
severity. After that company has had 
a reasonable time to furnish what it 
has agreed to furnish in the way ol

cy and has prevented the earning of 
dividends. ."Bradstreefs" stated sev.- 
eral months ago that the commercial 
failures of, a score of railways, whose 
securities involved over $1,000,000,000, 
and th'e management of them by re- 
ceivers In order to avoid creditors, 
was due, ia a large measure, to "paral- 
leling." Nearly all of the railways, es- 
pecially in the younger States, have 
been "run," by the courts,, a practice, 
which- is most intolerable, and the 
cause of it has been reckless rival 
construction.

Ignorance of 
these requirements has more than once 
led to serious losses, and even ill feel- 
ing between the manufacturer, who 
does sot realize the necessity of depart- 
Ing from home methods and the for- 
eign merchant, who thinks he is being 
intentionally injured. This department 
of tiie Exposition will aim to Include 
an necessary specimens, models, pho- 
tographs and. exhibits to obviate In 
future all difficulties of this-tttafaeter.

The Exposition btdldiajgs are to em

•GROUNDS. 


The Exposition grounds comprise 56 


acres, the property of the'Museum, and 
are attractively situated on the west 
bank of the Schnyllcill river, adjoining 
the University of Pennsylvania, in the 
Oity of Philadelphia. These grounds 
are within ten mtnntes' ride, by trol- 
ley lines from the CHy Hall. They are 
easy of access also by railway, so that 
tbe exhibits can be taken into the 
grounds In the cars in wWch they are 
shipped. There is ample room, also, in 
the spacious grounds for the erection 
of such other buildings as may be 
found necessary.

Mr. Hatch, in opposition to 
he franchise, made the further point 
hat the right of eminent domain—the 
right to «OBdemn a right of way 
hrough a man's land without bis con- 
ent—was at best a harsh invasion of 
rivate rights,,only justifiable where 
here was tbe clearest necessity. By 
granting the- first' franchise the Ctav- 
ernmeBt~-hftd-expressed. * its - oplnlqn. 
that the public interests required the 
ondemning of one right of way. 
urden of proof is now on the petition- 


ers to show tne necessity of again sub- 
jecting the landowners to this harsh 
measure 
What necessity do they 


show' They admit there is- no busi- 
ness for more than one road. It is 
bad enough for a plantation to have 
one swath cut through, its fields, with 
the consequent Ipss, injury and incon- 
venience, besides damage from fire to 
the cane fields. This could be borne, 
for the sake of the benefits to be de- 
rived from a railroad; trat what ex- 
cuse is there for subjecting landown- 
ers to a repetition of this loss and 
•damage, simply to allow some one the 
opportunity to run out tbe first com- 
pany. 
The landowners have rights 


which the Government should respect 
and protect. If a second road was 
permitted the same reasoning now 
urged would apply in favor of a third 
and a fourth road.

The Kahuku Japanese were brought 


before Judge Ferry again yesterday 


to Answer to, the last two in- 
of murder in the first degree. 


The chaYge Of .the first was brought for 


killing of Tee Fook Smg. The 


second was for the killing of Yee Ling 
Chang... The defendants were arraign- 
ed before the court and called to state 
their pleas. 


In the matter of the killing of Tee 


Fook Sing, Chida Manzilwro pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter in the first de- 
gree. 


In the 'second indictment Yamane 


pleaded guilty to manslaughter In the 
second degree. 


Fujimoto and Danjro, who figured in 


both indictments, were- nolle pross'd 
on account of lack of evidence. 


Tiara, who had been sentenced to 


deatli, was also nolle pross'd. 


After the pleading Judge Perry de- 


livered sentence upon the two who had 
confessed their guilt. 


'Upon Chida. manslaughter in the 


fast degree, tbe maximum penalty of 
twenty years was imposed. 


Yamane, manslaughter In the second 


degree, received the maximum penalty 
of ten years to take effect at the ex- 
niration of any previous sentence. As 
he had already been sentenced to five 
vears upon being convicted of man- 
slaughter In the third degree under the 
first Indictment this means that he will 
spend the next fifteen years on the 
reef. 


Tbe prosecution was notified last 


Saturday that Chida and Yamane 
would plead as they did yesterday 
morning. Although the Attorney-Gen- 
eral felt that it was possible to convict 
Chida of murder it was deemed best 
to accept the plea as offered. 


Yesterday morning Ihara, Osaki and 


Yamane were summoned before the 
court to receive sentence according to 
the verdict of the jury. 


Ihara, murder in the first degree, re- 


ceived the death penalty. There was 
quite a dramatic scene in the court- 
room when the doomed Jap was asked 
if there were any reason why sen- 
tence should not be imposed upon him. 
His frame shook with sotts as She ques- 
tion was put. As there was no answer 
the judge pronounced the sentence that 
Ihara be banged between the hours of 
8 o'clock and noon at Oahu Prison 
August 28th.

Not 
only did tbe steamer people hear it, 
but a young lady of (his city received 
a letter from Hawaii in which mention 
was made of the report»»d atrocity.
